merican Guernsey Association Executive Secretary-Treasurer 
Neil Jensen gave the following report at the 121st annual meet- 
ing of the American Guernsey Association. 

Mr. President, board members, Guernsey friends and guests, I wel- 
come you to the 121 st annual meeting of the American Guernsey Asso- 
ciation. It is gratifying to look out over the crowds at events the last few 
days and see the intermingling of U.S. breeders and our foreign guests. 
This is the second time our annual meeting has been held in Louisville, 
Kentucky. I want to thank all of the Kentucky breeders for your hospi- 
tality and the extra effort needed to put on a convention of this magni- 
tude. 

My message to you today is very much the same message I shared in 
our country reports on Friday, March 27, “Change Can Be Good”. So 
often, I hear from an individual or organization that it is so hard to 
survive in today’s economy. Milk prices are too low, they want too 
much for a tractor, or hired help is asking for too much money and 
benefits. Maybe you need to accept that your business needs to make a 
change. Making changes has to be more enjoyable and positive when 
you make a decision rather than letting something else dictate your 
change. The American Guernsey Association Board of Directors and 
AGA staff have made changes to your association that we feel position 
us to be a viable organization with a positive future. 

I want to summarize in a capsule what happened with us in 1997. We 
formed a publishing subsidiary, continued development of a niche mar- 
ket for our milk, conducted valuable research on Guernsey milk, in- 
creased the number of consignment sales, increased advertising in the 
Guernsey Breeders’ Journal and experienced solid participation in the 
Total Performance Evaluation (TPE) Program. Challenges before us 
include a negative cash flow, decreasing registrations and fewer cows 
on official mating, especially those who own potential bull mothers or 
other animals of influence in the breed. Young sire groups and A.I. 
organizations have made extra effort to bring in young sires out of 
more service sires and new cow families. We have seen improvement 
as the number of service sires of young sires have doubled the past two 
years compared to three years ago. 

At this conference, we are being presented with an even more chal- 
lenging breeding plan. The World Guernsey Cattle Federation Steering 
Committee has recommended an aggressive world-wide young sire 
sampling scheme. I look forward to seeing the World Guernsey Cattle 
Federation Steering Committee’s plan in the near future. I feel Guern- 
sey breeders need to be more aggressive in selection of young sires. 
Who should do this? Should our current young sire groups consider 
such a scheme, or should they combine to spread the risk between 
them? My recommendation is to form a commercially-minded young 
sire group that wants to take on aggressive young sire sampling pro- 
grams in addition to current young sire groups. Goals should in- 
clude sampling bulls whose grandsires have not received a proof 
and introduce new cow families as bull mothers. The risk should 
be spread amongst young sires rather than sampling many from 
one sire. We need to act, and now is the time to get started. 

Besides implementing an aggressive young sire breeding plan, we 
need to keep a positive image of our organization and of our farms. 
Clean, neat and successful farm sites or offices will promote a good 
feeling to you, your employees or members and to others. 

Another item that will help our image is sharing positive stories 
about your farm and Guernsey cows. It was so refreshing to hear Jim 
Eby’s comments in his country report on his herd’s profit ranking that 
places his herd at approximately 18 amongst 250 herds in his area of 
Ontario. Positive profit-making information can give our members a 
tool to use to promote our cow. Share this information with your neigh- 
bor and national association to use in promotions. A resource that we 
need to utilize is the Guernsey breeders. Our volunteer committees are

But there is something that I have heard our 
Guernsey friends from around the world talk- 
ing about that can have an immediate effect 
on our dairy farms: stockmanship. 
Stockmanship is a term we seldom hear in 
the American dairy business. It is the art and 
craft of being a dairyman. It can’t be bought, 
only practiced. Our cows will thank us for it.

Our committee focuses on informa- 
tion and promotion of Guernsey cattle and 
covers youth, showing, young sires and 
the Guernsey Breeders’ Journal. 

The Youth Committee met and continues 
to dedicate their program to being self- 
funded. Fund raisers, such as the youth auc- 
tion and the calf raffle, were discussed. Hard 
work and dedication make these fund raisers 
successful. This was evident last night at the 
youth banquet. 

The Show Committee presented a new 
Youth Lease Agreement Program, which will 
give a youth who doesn’t own a Guernsey 
the opportunity to lease a Guernsey heifer 
and be able to compete at the national junior 
Guernsey shows. 

Also presented and approved was a new 
mandatory milk-out schedule for at least the 
first three place animals in each milking class 
at the National Guernsey Show in Louis- 
ville, Kentucky. 

A list of judges was presented for ap- 
proval to provide the Guernsey breed with 
qualified Guernsey judges and to encourage 
uniformity at Guernsey shows. 

It was requested that the young sire 
awards be renamed the Max Dawdy Young 
Sire Award in honor of Max Dawdy. 

The Guernsey Breeders’ Journal is doing 
very well . By now, all of you have seen the 
March issue, and we commend the Purebred 
Publishing staff. Our internet site continues 
to be successful with over 1,000 hits during 
the month of January. 


Marketing Committee Report 

Marketing Committee Chairman John O. 
Mozier of Stanley, Kansas, gave the follow- 
ing report to the membership. 

Mr. Chairman, ladies and gentlemen, I 
am pleased to report the activities of the 
Marketing Committee and the board ac- 
tions since our last national convention. 
Members of this committee are John 
Mozier, Chairman, David Cochard, Peter 
Coon, Ed Watson and Clark Vilter. 

Guernsey Marketing Service (GMS): 
Since our annual meeting last June, Guern- 
sey Marketing Service managed two sales, 
the 1997 National Convention Sale and the 
International Guernsey Classic held in con- 


junction with World Dairy Expo in Madi- 
son, Wisconsin. GMS also co-managed the 
J Mar Nell Dispersal in cooperation with the 
Missouri Guernsey Breeders’ Association. 
In all three sales, the average sale price per 
animal was higher than had been projected. 
In addition, GMS also assisted in the 
Myrtledale Dispersal in South Carolina. 

In board actions, it was decided to drop 
the three percent donation to the youth fund 
from the 1998 Kentucky National and World 
Guernsey Sale (convention sale) because of 
the favorable status of the youth fund. In- 
stead, it was decided to increase the donation 
to the promotion fund from one percent to 
two percent effective with the 1998 National 
Convention Sale. The board also directed 
that all future convention sales must include 
GMS as co-managers or managers. 

The AGA staff was also directed to pur- 
sue a consignment sale in southwest Mis- 
sourl in cooperation with the Missouri 
Guernsey Breeders’ Association if the Okla- 
homa Guernsey breeders did not have a spring 
sale and no other major dispersals were

scheduled. (Subsequently, the Oklahoma 
GBA decided not to have a 1998 sale, and 
the Missouri GBA voted to have a sale co- 
managed by GMS. This sale, which has been 
called The First Ozark Jubilee Sale, will be 
held in Branson, Missouri, on May 16, 
1998.) 


Golden Guernsey Committee Report 

This committee consists of Laurie Askew, 
David Cochard, Peter Coon, Todd Moore, 
Melissa Morrow, Don Peterson, Lee Riggs, 
Steve Zalar and John Mozier. At the Decem- 
ber board meetings, it was decided to divide 
the committee into two sub-committees due 
to the scope of activities. David Cochard was 
appointed to chair the promotion sub-com- 
mittee and John Mozier, the research and 
development sub-committee. 

During the past year, a Golden Guernsey 
brochure was produced to provide to poten- 
tial producers/processors for Golden Guern- 
sey products. A copy of this brochure may 
be found in the March 1998 issue of the 
Guernsey Breeders’ Journal. Work has also 
been conducted on a prototype container for 
Golden Guernsey milk to differentiate it from 
other milk products. 

The results of three studies commissioned 
by the committee and funded by the Guern- 
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sey Foundation have been received from Dr. 
Lance Phillips. These studies showed that in 
a blinded study, a panel of tasters could not 
distinguish the difference in taste between 
Guernsey and predominately Holstein milk 
when the milk had been standardized to ei- 
ther two percent or skim milk. However, 
significant differences were found in the 
foaming properties of Guernsey skim milk 
and Holstein skim milk and in whey pro- 
duced from Guernsey milk and Holstein milk. 
Guernsey skim milk and Guernsey whey 
foamed tremendously while Holstein skim 
milk and Holstein whey foamed very little or 
not at all. This was an unexpected and sig- 
nificant finding. You may ask, “Why is this 
important”? The answer is that this charac- 
teristic of Guernsey milk provides possibili- 
ties for Guernsey milk to be used in many 
products which require whipping or air in- 
corporation properties, such as in the baking 
industry and in other food products which 
require these qualities but for which there 
are presently no dairy products available that 
perform in this manner. 

Additional work is needed to obtain suffi- 
cient quantity of a variety of Guernsey prod- 
ucts, with potential foaming properties, to 
provide manufacturers and users for testing 
in their respective products. This phase of 
our continuing research will be completed in 
the next few months. 

During the past year, several contacts have 
been made with milk processors and with 
users of milk products. There is definite in- 
terest in Golden Guernsey! 

Our committee is excited about the future 
for Guernsey milk and milk products. I be- 
lieve we are on the right track. We just have 
to keep exploring the opportunities. 

Thank you, Mr. President. I move for the 
adoption of the Marketing and Golden 
Guernsey Inc. reports. 


Records Committee 

Clark Vilter of Hartland, Wisconsin, gave 
the following report. 

The committee members are Linda 
Madsen, John Mozier, Seth Spencer, Ed 
Watson and myself. In 1997, we saw a little 
of a decline. We had 6,402 registrations and 
2,697 transfers. Appraisers scored 6,154 
cows. There were 209 herds on TPE for a 
total of 8,039 cows. 

The committee approved nine new annual 
memberships and 13 new lifetime members. 
This brings us to a total of 39 new members 
for 1997. I would encourage everyone who 
knows someone who is not a member of our 
association to get them signed up. 

Other actions from the committee included 
a change concerning prefixes. If a prefix has 


not been used for 15 years and the holder of 


that prefix cannot be reached, the prefix may 
be assigned to a new breeder if it is requested. 

The committee decided to research 
the affects of not changing to the new 
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Clark Vilter 


animal I.D. system because of the cost in- 
volved. If no adverse effects will be real- 
ized, the AGA will continue with our cur- 
rent identification system. 

A new animal model was introduced in 
February of 1998.The committee believes 
that this is a better system; however, it is 
still being fine-tuned. 

New discounts were approved for TPE 
herds. At the time of classification applica- 
tion, you will be able to order a new pedigree 
on your animals. The cost will be $3.00 a 
pedigree for orders of 10 or under, or $2.00 
a pedigree for orders of 11 or over. 

There is also a new program for registra- 
tions in the form of a rebate. If a breeder 
registers over 35 animals, they will receive a 
rebate of $2.00 per registration beginning 
with registration number 36. The rebate will 
be applied to accounts on the first of Janu- 
ary.

Finance Committee 

Peter Coon of Amenia, New York, gave 
the following report to the membership. 

Good morning. The Finance Committee 
consists of myself, Eldon Moss, Seth Spen- 
cer and John Morrow. Please turn to the 
handout of the American Guernsey Asso- 
ciation Financial Statements. I would just 
like to point out a few things on the financial 
statement, among the obvious in 1996. At 
the end of the year, we had $530,861 in net 
assets. At the end of 1997, that figure is 
down to $397,368 for a net loss of $109,979. 
You will notice on the accounts receivable 
an increase of over $35,000. Most of this is 
due to an increase in activities in Purebred 
Publishing and on past due accounts. Li- 
abilities held steady. You will notice a slight 
drop in restricted funds. This is due to trans- 
fer of the Wigman account back to the 
state of Michigan. 


Under revenues, herd registry, perfor- 
mance programs and appraisal are the main 
state of our income. In a continuing trend 
over the previous years, it dropped over 
$19,000 this past year. We did see an in- 
crease in Guernsey Breeders’ Journal in- 
come. Under expenses, salaries greatly in- 
creased due to the adding of staff for Pure- 
bred Publishing. 

As you know, in 1997, Purebred Publish- 
ing, a for-profit subsidiary of the American 
Guernsey Association, was formed. As with 
any new business, start-up costs have been 
significant. Finding and training the right 
personnel, salaries and expenses of four pub-

lications and a 30 to 60 day lifetime in re- 
ceivables have made cash flow impossible. 
The AGA advanced $86,420 in the form of a 
loan to Purebred Publishing to help cover 
these costs. This is a large share of the 1997 
decrease in net assets. 

In 1998, we have budgeted a positive cash 
flow for the year with a net loss of $13,000. 
The board of directors is committed to mak- 
ing the American Guernsey Association a 
financially sound organization with the re- 
sources to promote and improve the Guern- 
sey breed. Thank you.

Guernsey Foundation officer, Dan 
Brubaker of Harrisonburg, Virginia, gave the 
following report to the membership. 
It is my pleasure to give the Guernsey 


Foundation report at the annual meeting of 


the American Guernsey Association this 
morning. The committee consists of chair- 
man Myron Erdman, Ernest Berousek and 
myself. This committee serves voluntarily 
without any reimbursements for our ex- 


penses. Our net assets at the beginning of 


1997 were $329,050. Our net assets at the 
end of the year of 1997 were $330,489.This 
is an increase in net assets of $1,439. Our 
revenues for 1997: our investment income

was $18,285, contributions consist of 


$2,535, total revenues for 1997 were 
$20,820. Expenditures for projects and grants

were $11,997. The majority of that money 
was for the research project that Dr. Mozier 
reported on earlier this morning. Our gen- 
eral and administrative expenses were $7,425. 

A little breakdown on our general and 
administrative expenses. We pay the Ameri- 
can Guernsey Association for their adminis- 
trative fees $4,200, advertising fees for the 
Guernsey Breeders’ Journal $2,095 and the 
state of Ohio taxes and fees $100. 

The project grants as I stated are $11,997. 
A few minor expenses that we occurred, like 
random appraisal and the young dairy lead- 
ers conference, added to the rest of our ex- 
penses. We also did a sub-fund for the 
completion of the functional herdlife study. 

For next year, 1998, the committee has 
approved further studies with Dr. Phillips. 
As Dr. Mozier indicated, further studies are 
needed to provide additional evidence of the 
superior performance of Guernsey milk and 
milk products following application. We ap- 
proved up to $12,000 for this project. We 


will fund up to $2,500 for the publishing of 


the Guernsey handbook, which is ready to 
come off the press. We will be requesting 
from the University of Missouri, since they 
obtain a Guernsey herd and we haven't 
had a purpose for a specific project from 
them, for them to prepare a research project 
on Guernsey grazing and/or Guernsey heat- 
stress related ideas. This concludes my re- 
port. Thank you.

Doug Sims, 1998 Outstanding 
Youth Farmer 


Outstanding Young Farmer 

The winner of the Outstanding Young 
Farmer Award and recipient of the Eugene 
Harding Memorial Watch is Doug Sims of 
Clinton, South Carolina. Doug is the di- 
rector of farms and grounds at the 
Thornwell Home and School for Children 
and Lush Acres Dairy. Doug is a member 
of the South Carolina Guernsey Breeders' 
Association and was the 1991 Outstand- 
ing Dairy Herdsman in South Carolina. 
Doug has also bred three All-American 
nominees. Within the American Guernsey 
Association circles, Doug serves on the 
Youth Committee and the Election Com- 
mittee. 

Doug’s love for the Guernsey cow devel- 
oped from his grandfather, F.B. Poteat who 


operated Springfield Dairy in 
Jonesborough, Tennessee. After gradua- 
tion from the University of Tennessee, 
Doug and his wife Melanie moved to 
Thornwell Home in Clinton, South Caro- 
lina. 

The dairy farm was established not only 
to provide milk and milk products for the 
home, but for the children to have the oppor- 
tunity to work around animals and learn the 
responsibilities associated with livestock 
care. Many of the children at the home origi- 
nate from broken and dysfunctional homes. 
Sims believes that the kind and gentle Guern- 
seys are perfectly suited for their roles in the 
lives of these young children. Sims also says, 
“Working with the cows is a therapy for the 
children.” 

The Thornwell Home and Lush Acres 
Dairy exists for the benefit of the children. 
Much of Doug’s time is devoted to the 20 to 
30 children ages 12-17 who reside on the 
430 acre campus. As director of farm and 
grounds, Doug oversees the maintenance 
of the 80 acres that encompasses the trees, 
turf grass, home area, playground and ath- 
letic fields. The farmland consists of 20 acres 
of alfalfa, 50 acres of corn, 50 acres of sor- 
ghum and the rest is a mix of bermuda and 
fescue for hay. 

One of Doug’s goals is to improve the 
Guernsey herd each year. The goal set three 
years ago for a rolling herd average of 15,000 
pounds is near at hand at 13,875. The top 
cows are involved in embryo transfer pro- 
grams and young sire programs. Doug likes 
to purchase around five to eight high-quality 
heifers and cows to broaden the genetic base 
of the herd. Doug states, “Hopefully 
through my work at Thornwell, I am en- 
couraging a supportive outlook on ag- 
riculture, farming and Guernsey cattle to 
future farmers.” 


Tom and Crystle Ripley and Shari and 
Dan Ripley, first runners-up in the 1998 
National Outstanding Young Guernsey 
Farmer Contest. 


Thomas and Daniel Ripley of Cortland, 
New York, were honored as first runner-up 
for the Outstanding Young Farmer Award. 
Life with Guernseys began for these two 
brothers at ages four and five as calf feeders. 
Tom and Dan are now equal one-third part- 
ners at Ripley Farms with their father, 
Roland. The partnership began in 1985 
with a 60 cow tie-stall barn. In 1987, an- 
other barn was purchased as Ripley Farms 
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grew to 140 cows. The herd received a 
major shock in 1990 when it was hit with 
Johnes’, resulting in the loss of most of 
the herd and the extinction of many cow 
families. With the help of Cornell, pro- 
grams were set in place to reduce the 
spread of the disease. A separate calf barn 
was built to move the calves away from 
the cow barn. In 1993, the Ripleys built a 
300 cow free-stall barn and parlor. Tom 
and Dan helped design and build the new 
barns, and by doing the work themselves, 
they saved over $200,000 in labor costs 
and design. 

In the breeding program, Tom and Dan 
use bulls selected from the top 20 PTI sires. 
They are very supportive of the young sire 
programs. Their best females are enrolled in 
embryo transfer programs. They carefully 
study milk records. Their goal is to pro- 
duce a cow that is profitable in any herd 
and is as trouble-free as possible. 

Tom and Dan both were active in the 
American Guernsey Association Youth Pro- 
grams growing up. Tom received the Na- 
tional Outstanding Guernsey Youth Award 
in 1988. In 1987, Dan was awarded with 
a National Junior Gold Star Breeder 
Award and was a National Outstanding 
Guernsey Youth Finalist in 1990. 

Tom and Dan’s goals for Ripley Farms 
today include increasing the rolling herd av- 
erage by 500 to 700 pounds per year. The 
current rolling herd average is 16,500 pounds 
of milk. They would like to average 10 to 20 
cows on the high CPI list, increase the herd 
numbers to 170 or more, produce top-qual- 
ity bulls and market milk and ice cream un- 
der the Golden Guernsey name. 


Master Breeder Award 

Arnold Kessler of Galt, California, was 
honored at the American Guernsey 
Association’s Annual Meeting as the 1998 
Master Breeder. The following was written 
by Laurie Askew, presenter of the award. 

Arnold Kessler is a man worthy of the 
designation, AGA Master Breeder. The fol- 
lowing synopsis of his life, built around the 
Guernsey cow, will show this to be true, 
beyond a shadow of a doubt. 

Arnold was born in 1925, in Gossau, 
Switzerland, the second oldest of four sons 


and one daughter. Arnold was the first of 


his family to come to America. He was 
headed toward California, where his Uncle 
John Schmid was dairying in the bay area. 

Arnold began his Guernsey career 
working for Walter Zeigler in Santa Clara, 
California. Mr. Zeigler was also a Swiss 
native and helped Arnold to learn his way 
around. Here began Arnold’s love for the 
Guernsey cow. In 1952, Arnold married 
his “Sunshine” - a Swiss girl named Eliza- 
beth. Together, they purchased animals in 
the Bay Meadow dispersal, and went into 
partnership with Arnold’s Uncle John 
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1998 Master Breeder with his family.

Schmid, of Bay Meadow Farms. Thus 
began Arnold’s dream of owning his own 
business and breeding superior Guernsey 
cows. Great foundation cows purchased 
in the Bay Meadow dispersal were Daisy, 
Olga, Sale and Chloe. Also purchased in 
this decade was Happyholme Highgirl, a 
daughter of Arrus Highgirl, an outstand- 
ing cow of the day. Arnold made yet an- 
other progressive purchase in the late “SOs 
with Burgers Place Billy. 

Arnold developed this young bull into 
the premier Guernsey bull of the *60s. 
“Billy” had over 6,000 daughters on his 
proof- the highest ever, at that time. “Billy” 
was the bull of choice for Arnold and 
many other Guernsey breeders, as he 
brought strong front ends, wide muzzles, 
open rib and a tremendous desire to live 
and produce Golden Guernsey milk to the 
Guernsey breed. Arnold, with his ability 
to look at a young animal and see just how 
it would develop, bred some fantastic, 
profitable cows and some outstanding, 
progressive bulls. 

“Highgirl” was bred to “Billy” and thus 
began the legacy of the “H” family at Bay 
Meadow. From this family came many out- 
standing individuals, including two All- 
American females, an All-American Best 
Three, and top bulls, including Bay Meadow 
Hornet’s Howard, the number one bull in 


Canada in the early 80s. A dam-daughter 


pair from this family, Hornet’s Honeydew 
and Wistar Honeymaid, both scored 93 
points. Wistar Honeymaid was chosen the 
top dairy cow in the state of California 
when she was named Supreme Champion 
of the California State Fair. Dukes 
Honeymaid is the cow most admired by 
Arnold for her strength and capacity. As 
you can see, the “H” family has brought 
very deserving honors home to Bay 
Meadow. 

From the mating of “Sal” to “Billy” came 
“Sunny”, who was sold to Lone Palm Farm 
and was very successful in the showring 
and the milk pail! “Sunny” is the dam of Bay 
Meadow Sunny Darimost, purchased and 
proven by ABS. Other descendants of this 
family are Bay Meadow Elite Steadfast, a 
son who brought size and scale of frame 
to Bay Meadow bloodlines. 


The “Daisy” family produced for Arnold 
also. Billy Daisy made over 20,000 
pounds of milk. Her daughter, Jolly Daisy, 
was a complete package of milk and type. 
Jolly Daisy was shown at the National 
Guernsey Show in Memphis, Tennessee, 
where she stood second to the “Ruth” cow. 
McDonald Properties added Jolly Daisy 
to their stable of great cows when they 
purchased her for $6,600 in the Green 
Meadow Sale. 

The “Olga” and “Chloe” families moth- 
ered the highest scoring “Billys” at Bay 
Meadow Farms. Billy’s Orpha scored Ex- 
cellent-93 and was the first grand cham- 
pion at the California State Fair for Bay

Arnold recognized the profitability of the 
Guernsey cow early on. His philosophy 
has always been to breed commercial type 
Guernseys first and show type second. 
Bay Meadow Farms has continued to stay 
in business with Guernseys due to this 
adage. Beginning in the °60s, Arnold has 
been on top with production. At that time, 
Bay Meadow Farm was recognized for 
having a herd average over 12,500 pounds 
of milk and 500 pounds of butterfat.

Commercial Herd Award

average TPE herd. In 1997, there were 
57 cows in the average TPE herd.

Guernsey Gold Production Contest 

The Guernsey Gold Heifer Program was 
started in 1986 as a small sale of select open 
heifers for junior members. This program 
gives youth the chance to add top-quality 
genetics to their herd, along with the chance 
to win prize money. Fifteen percent of the 
sale gross is set aside for a production con- 
test. The heifer must calve before reaching 
30 months of age to be eligible to compete in 
the production contest. The winners are 
ranked by the animal’s 2-year-old mature 
equivalent pounds of protein. In 1995, we 
saw 12 calves sell through seven different 


sales. These 12 calves sold for an average of 
$1,388. This Guernsey Gold pot of 


$2,471.25 was divided among the own-

ling or higher than the breed average of 79.7 
points. The award recipient, an active mem- 
ber in good standing, must be the breeder of 
at least 70 percent of the cows under consid- 
eration. 

Gold Star Herds are considered using the 
same criteria, with the exception that no mini- 
mum percentage of homebred cows are re- 
quired. The herd lactation average must be 
at least 25 percent above the breed’s national 
ME figures for milk, butterfat or protein; or 
more than 19,136 pounds of milk, 855 
pounds of butterfat and 661 pounds of pro- 
tein. 

Double Gold Star recognition is given to 
breeders and herds which meet the afore- 
mentioned qualifications and are members 
of an organized Guernsey young sire sam- 
pling program.

Young Sire Production 
Recognition Program 

In 1995, the four regional AGA young 
sire proving groups joined forces to sponsor 
a program that recognizes outstanding pro- 
duction in cows that are the result of a young 
sire mating. The award is based on the cow’s 
official USDA yield deviation for milk and 
protein. This year the award was renamed in 
honor of Max Dawdy. This award will now 
be known as the Max Dawdy Young Sire 
Award. 

First for milk is Smithfield Velour Vibrant. 
A Longmedo Pender Velour daughter, “Vi- 
brant” is bred and owned by Coon Bros. 
Dairy of Amenia, New York. Scored Very 
Good-85 at 3-06, she completed her 2-02 
record in 305 days of 18,880M 682F 585P. 
This gives her a winning yield deviation of 
+5758M. Her dam is a Victory daughter. 
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Second for milk and first for protein is 
Nedrow Farms Coopers Loop, bred and 
owned by Nedrow Farms of Clifton Springs, 
New York. She is an 85-point daughter of 
Yellow Creek M Cooper. She completed 
her 305 day record, beginning at 2-02 of 
18,370M 788F 641P. Her dam is a Perfecto 
daughter. “Loop” is ranked number 219 on 
the February CPI list. 

Third for milk and protein is Toolite Mistys 
T Micky, bred and owned by Richard Tooley 
of Granville, New York, a Spring Walk Karis 
Trumpet daughter. Her dam is a Very Good- 
86 Vailland Telestar Astro daughter. Her yield 
deviations are +5324M +240F +183P. 

Second for protein is Fair Oaks Flints 
Betty. A 78-point daughter of Nells Glow 
Perfecto Flint, she has a record of 16,660M 
781F 558P at 2-01 in 305 days. Her yield 
deviations are +5251M +217F +181P. She 
is out of a Volcano dam and ranks number 82 
on the February 1998 CPI list.
